PREROGATIVE OF CROWN. 


-Interesting Test Case in 
International Law. 

Fumi Hagiwara appeared a 
second time before Mr. T. 5. 
Whyte-Smith at the Kowloon 
Magistracy ‘yesterday morning, 
on a charge of murdering 
Sogoro Mishima on August 23." 

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, 
public prosecutor, appeared for 
the Crown, and yald that in this 
case the murder was committed 
on board the steamship Suku 
Maru, a Japanese vessel. 

According to Japanese laws, 
they exercised the jurisdiction 
that accused could be tried by 
them. On the other hand, the 
vessel was in Hong Kong har- 
bour when the crime was com. 
mitted; and the Kowloon Court 
and Supreme Court also had their 
jurisdiction to try the case. 
There was, ‘therefore, a two-fold 
jurisdiction, that of the Japanese, 
and that of the Court at Kowloon. 

Case for the Crown, 
In these circumstances, it was 


within the province of the Crown 
to surrender any person or to 
cause to be transferred any per- 
gon who committed an offence 
under that jurisdiction. ° 

Continuing, Mr. Fitzroy point- 
ed out that in this case, there had 
been some difficulty in regard to 
the language.

much to help Cambridge, and the 
fielding of. the Oxford team 
generally had been poor. 

Oxford were thus left with 807 
rung to make to win, an impossible 
task for two hours or two and a 
half hours if the extra timo were 
played, No one expected them to 
go out for the rungs, but most 
people thought the match would 
end In a tame draw. 
Kingsley, the Oxford captain, who 
went In first, was soon out, and 
A, M. Crawley was not long in 
following him.

The King nnd Queen were pre- 
sent to watch W. T. Tilden win the 
Singles Championship on tho All- 
England Lawn Tennis Courts for 
the third time. It was his first 
victory on the new courts, for 
when he won in 1920 and 1921 tho 
championships were held on the 
old ground in Worple Road. 

Tilden’s feat in winning after

Two 
Americans, Mrs, Wills-Moody and 
Miss E. Ryan, won the Women’s 
Doubles, and J. Crawford (Aus- 
tralla) and Miss Ryan won the 
Mixed Doubles.

The hands are the keynote to 
success in golf os they ara tho 
medium through which we trans- 
fer the thought in the brain to 
what is demanded of the club.

The hands almost come to a stop 
at*the impact, as near to o stop 
as possible, while the clubhead is 
snapping through.

The smuggling of opium is banned, but they may 
decide to pay no rewards to informers, in order that no one shall 
gain by illegal transactions. There is simply no knowing to what 
-farcical lengths the nuthorities may go once they decide on a certain 
course, They are past all understanding! 

. Race cash sweeps are -an institution in the Colony. The pur- 
chase of a ticket is no more gambling than is a game of Bridge at 
the Hong Kong Club or the tossing of'a coin to decide which foot- 
ball team will have the kick-off. Race cash sweeps do not and never 
will create a gambling spirit, To seek to interfere with them at 
this late day—generations after the last of the Puritans have de- 
parted to their fathers—is simply heaping ridicule on the authorities. 
Why cannot they let well alone? Why go out of their way to rob 
our race meetings of a very tangible token of interest? It is true, 
and therefore must be admitted, that certain Clubs and certain indi. 
viduals. have. not exactly played the game within recent years by 
tho investing public. But the authorities have been able to deal 
with such lapses from grace by virtue of the powers they already 
possess. At present no Club can hold a sweep without the written 
permission of the Inapector;General of Police. Is that-not sufficient? 

The suggestion to abolish the selling of tickets and substitute 
it by the allocation of “chances’-—one of the best garabling terms in 
the whole dictionary surdly!—is fanatical and fantastical. It ia 
simply opening the door. to wholesale deception — to bluff of the 
tallest order, Should'a race sweep fill for $20,000 even the authori- 
ties themselves will refuse to credit that all the “chances” were 
allocated legitimately to members and subscribers each of whom 
signed their own names to “numbera on lists in the premises of a 
Club.” +

species of firefly. Blackish in 
colour, they crawl about in the 
grass and give a soft, stendy light 
that is occasionally interrupted. 

In South America there is ao 
eerler of firefly that flashes 
a re light at end, and 
a green light along the 
sides, In Cuba .and Central 
America, too, {is found sa much 

more brilliant firefly than any we 

know in’ this country, its name 
being “cucuyo.” It is about two 

inchea in length and emitg, a 

beautiful light.

A‘ great’ bid ts shartly to bo 
made by « woman motorist to 
place Grent Britain ahead of all 
other nations in the matter of 
world motoring records, writes 
Harold Pemberton, Dally Express 
Motoring Correspondent. . 

Miss Violet Cordery, herolne of 
many great motoring. feata.of on- 
durance, is to captain a team com- 
posed of herself and, three men 
drivers in an attempt to cover a 


distance of 44,000 miles in twonty- 


elght days. 

This is equivalent approximately 
to twice the distance round the 
world, or one sixth of the distance 
from the earth to the moon, 

It will entail one of the greatest 
tests of physical endurance over 
pngeraken by a woman, 

the. fifty-enine recognised 
Sean motoring records Great 
Britain holds eight, Franco thirty- 
sevon, the U.S.A. seven, Belgium 
aix, and Italy one,

While we hold the most coveted 
of all motoring records, such as 
the yonds fastest speed records 
for’ the kilometre and the mile and

The Turning Point in 
Car Development. 


Detrolt, Mich, June 21,

Years ago he 
graduated into aircraft design from 
the body engineering division of the 
Packard Company. 

From this background of experi- 
ence, he criticised the motor cara of 
to-day, f 

“I, wonder,” he anid, “ig «hills 
not forgotten that we should be 
designing automobiles for the public 
and not for the anles departments, 
‘I wonder if the sales departments 
have not lost thelr vision as to who 
should design these cars, The pub- 
le attitude has changed in the last 
three -years, 

“Somebody 'has sald. that peuple 
are buying only two things In cara 

—"Swank' and transportation. Tho 
reason for that is thnt the engineers 
have left them nothing else to buy. 
But we are going to have radica} 
cars and the industry is about ready 
for them.: 

“The proof of that is that thoro 
ure only two radical cars on tho 
market to-day, and they are coming 
off the production lines in large 
volume.” 

Why Not Build Lighter Cars? 

Mr. Stout did not name the cars 
he referred tu. He went on to say 
there was no reason why engineers 
could not build curs that would be 
much Ighter than those we have 
now. He mentioned two pounds of 
Welght per horse-power aa tho pro- 
portion ha had in mind. 

“Putting on a new shape of 
radiator ornament or larger hub 
caps fs not going to fool the public 
any longer,” ho went on, “I ven- 
ture to, say that cars welghing not- 
over 1,600 pounds can be built that 
will accelerate beyond anythiag we 
have now. A 16-cylinder car welgha 
approximately the same og.a threo- 
engined aeroplane, and the acro 
plano can accelerate from one to 80 
miles an hour, In ten’ seconda. 
Try that on your 16-cylindor car.” 

Air cooling for motor cara atilt 
has Jorge posslbilitics in Mr. Stout's 
belicf and ho mentioned the name 
of a current make which has an 


‘aluminium alloy engine block aa 


belng progressive. 

He urged that time and study be 
dovoted toward’ change in tho gener- 
ally accepted models to evolve a now 
viewpoint, Pointing out that tho 
rallronds when they started hod ! 
only waggona to go by, ho suld that} 
the first rail cars were only waggons 
with flanged wheels. . In the samo, 
way the motor car still kept many 
of the characteristics of the buggy. 
and dn turn tho acroplane industry 
was a development from automobile 
manufacturing. 

“Has anyone”? Mr. Stout quer. 
ried, “vor thought of desfgning a 
motor car na n complote structure 
without dividing it into chassis and 
body, In which only two-thirds of 
the space Jo used for passenger 
space?” .

The other new instrument is a 
brake-efliciency indicator, a benuti- 
fully made ttle affatr, less than 
three inches long, which, 13 soon as 
the brakes are applied, records de- 
finitely whether the braking effect 
is as good as it ought to be for

Taking the theoretical maximum 
of eftictoncy aa 100, 1 figure prac- 
tically never attainable becavso the 
wheols lock and tho tyres_allde be- 
fore It enn bo renched, 80 por cent, 
eMeloncy does not hound a high 
standard to alm at. Yot ‘many cara 
pust their flrat youth fall short of 
[t, and 830 per cont., In fact, Is count: 
ed “good” on this moter, and is the 
fixure demanded in Toronto and 
other places where braking regula- 
tlons are In force, 

But the disturbing polnt Is that 
thla 80 per cent. Is renlly a dangor- 
ously low standard. A.car with 
only that braking powor will travel 
46 feet after the brakes are applicd 
at the very modest speed of twonty 
miles an hour, It will not pull up 
in its own length at any speed over 
twelve miles an hour. In these days 
of fast cars and fast driving good 
brakos are absolutely casentlal for 
sufety, Enforcing 30 per cent. 
braking efficiency in Toronto and 
certain American citica is said to 
have reduced. the numbor of fatal 
aceldenta by half, Here the matter 
fg left to our individual reaponsi- 
bility, and 1 think no private owner 
should be satisiicd with less than 50 
per cent. braking power, which 


.means stopiing in nine yards from 


20 mph 

Both the nbove-mentioned instru- 
ments, it may be added, are obtain- 
able in the ordinary way through 
swarages or motor accessory deniers, 

Declutching When Braking. 

Writing of brakes rominds me of 
that much-debated question; Is it 
or is it not better to declutch while 
slowing down? Even in the motor- 
ing schools the tenching differs; 
some say declutch at once, others 
advise leaving it engaged as long 
as you can without stalling the en- 
rine, 

A pamphlet on “Motor Transport 
Fundamentals,” issued by the Na- 
tlonal Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, gives a 
first lesson in four languages on 
starting and operating a car. Des- 
éribing. the process-of stopping, it 
says: “Just before the car hay stop- 
ped the clutch pedal should be 
depressed.” 

That should ‘be sulficiently au 
thoritutive. As‘we all know, the 
engine, with the clutch engaged and 
the throttle closed, has considerable 
braking power, and if it is so used 
lesy extraneous force is reqtiired to 
pull the car up. But in later lessons 
the chamber may well have some- 
thing further to say on the subject. 

it all depends on speed—the speed 
at which the car ig moving and the 
speed with which you wish to arrest 
its progress, Leave the eluteh In 
by all means when you take your 
foot of the accelerator gradually 
and apply the brakes — gradually, 
which i4 the proper procedure when- 
ever possible. But if, for instance, 
you are swinging along at touring 
speed and a car in front of you sud. 
denly pulls up or turns right with- 
out warning (a9 cars are unfortun- 
utely apt to do), both feet must 
come Into action together, 

Good brakes fully applied take 
effect much more swiftly: than cut- 
ting off the engine's fuel. If you 
leave the clutch engaged during au 
“emergency” stop the engine, thanks 
to the momentum of its flywheel, 
will for a second or two at least 
fight against the brakes instead of 
assisting them... Furthermore, there 
is a sudden reversul of «stresses 
during this momentary fight which 
is extremely bad for the trausmis- 
slon. So there are two good reasons 
for declutching when braking unless 
the lutter process is n gentile and 
wradual one, 

But do not deelutch—or brake 
too fiercely—if you.get into a skid. 


CHANGE TYRES OCCASIONALLY. 


Change tyres ocensionally from 
one wheel to another to distribute 
the wear more evenly and got more 
milenge out of them. The greatest 
tyre-wear fs received on the right 
rear wheel because this wheel car- 
ries the bulk of the weight when 
the car {s driven on growned roads 
and also transmits tho driving 
power. In tha front of the car it 
is also the right wheel which is 
subjected to the largest amount 
of wear. The left rear fs next and 
the left front Inst.« Aside from 
switching on the wheels it fs also 
advisable to turn the tyre on tho 
rim to offact particulnrly the alde 
wear on tho front wheels caunod 
by the toa-in of the wheels. if 
there precautions are taken the 
uscfulnesas of tyres will be con- 
siderably prolonged.

Ing tho disfigurement of town and 
countryside ot Haslemere, Lord

Carbon on tho valves, .pistons, or- 
cylinder heads is almost . wholly 
the product of the lubricating oil, 
and although research haa shown 
that only about 10 per cent. of the 
oit used by aon engine is turned 
Into carbon depositlom’ -on such 
parts it {s astonishing what an 
enormous deposit can collect In a 
short time If the wrong sort of oll 
is used.

Griebenow Declared the 
Winner. 


MOBILOM. USED. 


Johannesburg, June 1. 


Tho Durban - Johannesburg 


Road Race was won yesterday by| 


W. D. Gricbenow (Sunbeam) In 
the fastest time of 8 hours, 28 
minutes, 28 seconds, and he falled 
to beat Inst year's AJ.S.. record 
by 20 minutes. ‘Rain, was en- 
countered from Volksrust . to 
Johannegburg, and thls not only 
had the effect of slowing up the 
riders, but made conditions un- 


pleasant for the big crowd at 


the finishing post. 
Actually the first man ‘to cross 
the line was A. B. Browne, but 


he was disqualificd for having no 
silencer on hia D-KK.W. Only 30 
riders out of 86 starters finished. 

A cheer ‘from the throats of 
gome 8,000 or 9,000 heralded the 
approach of the first man “home” 
Race at the City Deep yesterday, 
in the Durban-Johannesburg Road 
when A,-B. Broyne, riding his 
little D.K.W,, crossed the finish- 
Ing line. His truly remarkable 
ride of over 400 milea had been 
accomplished in the record time 
for a two-stroke, of 9 hours 9 
minutes, 26 seconds. ‘Browne, 
however, had been disqualified ut 
Newenstle owing to the fact that 
he had transgressed the Compcti, 
tion Rules, by starting from Dur- 
ban without a sijencer, 

Browne had arrived at New. 
castle twenty-three minutes 
ahcad of the second man, I. H. R. 
Scott (James), and he left New- 
castle yesterday morning at his 
scheduled time ,under protest, to 
complete the race. . His ride was 
particularly brilliant on,such a 
light machine, and his perform- 
ance was all the more notable 
since after his departure from 
Volksrust he had geveral more 
miles per hour in hand but’ re-

whom wero -non-starters, only 
thirty completed the course. The 
road thia year proved to be ona of 
tho. most strenuous teats that 
any entrant or machino has had 
to endure sinco tho famous 
“Snow Raco” of 1920. ‘The sur. 
face was very treacherous, and 
rood stratches enticed riders to 
open their throttles, only to bo 
confronted by potholes of great 
depth, which caused disnster in 
many cases, Frames, forks and 
wheels all suffered from the 
rough stretches of road, : 
Soon after noon W. OD. 
Griebenow (493 o.h.v, Sunbeam) 
roared up the finishing straight 
nt tho City Deep to clock 
in the winners having covered 
the diatance from Newcastle to 
Johannesburg in, 3 hours, 386 
minutes, 57. seconds, averaging 
approximately 60 miles an hour 
for the 190 miles. Gricbenow 
hod averaged over 47 miles an 
hour for the total distance. from 
Mayville, Durban, to the City 
Deep. When Griebenow demount- 
ed the crowd’s cheers know no 
bounds. His total running time 
was 8 hours, 28 minutes, 28 
seconds, which 
time of the race. The chief com- 
ponents of his Sunbeam were an 
Amal carburettor, Dunlop tyres, 
Lodge ‘plugs, M.L. magneto, Rey- 
nolds chains, and he had achiev- 
ed the firat position with the aid 
of Pegasus petrol and Mobiloil. 
Over 22 minutes separated 
Griebenow and: the second man, 
H. G. Adams, who was riding a 
499 o.hv. Rudge Whitworth. 
Adams and Griebenow. had left 
Durban together, and had battled 
together over. many stretches for 
first place, and it had been a “fight 
to a finish.”. Adams looked in 
particularly bright spirits, and 
joined in as an eager spectator 
to watch the others come in. 
Rain had fallen over the Trans- 
vaal section of the course, and 
had not improved the condition of 
the road. ‘All the competitors ex- 
perienced a numbor of skids over 
the slipgery surface after passing 
Volksrust, and it became neces- 
sary to proceed carefully. 
Adams’s equipment :consisted 
of an_Amal two-flont carburettor, 
an ML. magneto, Coventry 
chains, “Dunlop tyres, Lodge 
Pings, Shell petrol and Castrol 
oil. ‘ 


The third man, W. R. Harris, 
astride a 488 o.h.v. Royal Enfield, 
clocked-in at the finishing control 
at ‘12 hours, 45 minutes, 47 
seconds, giving him a running 
time of 8 hours, 49 minutes, 24 
seconds. He reported a clean run 
throughout the race, B. D. RB. 
Kingsey, who -was riding a 250 
ohv. BSA. arrived fourth, 
Kinsey had gained two places be- 
tween Newcastle and Johanncs- 
burg. . 

Other riders came in at regular 
intervals, and some amusement 
was caused when’ five appeared 
in a bunch, with S. S.'Flook and 
F, A. R. Zurcher, both mounted 
on Douglas machines, battling for 
honours. A fraction of a section 
separated them, and the other 
three of the quintette turned out 
to be men who had fallen out of 
the race. Anyhow, the effect was 
good and pleased the crowd 
mightily. u 

The race was marred by three 
bad crashes, all in the first portion 
of the race between Durban and 
The riders involved 
were: J, H, Arundel, who. injured 
his leg; T. H. E, Passmore, who 
suffered severe head and face in- 
juries; and L. H. Iggulden, who 
was also injured about the head. 
All three were reported to be pro- 
gressing favourably. Tazy 
Norman had a narrow escape 
when his front fork shackles broke 
near Estcourt and his front wheel 
assumed o course of its own. Tho 
rider was shaken,’ but effected a 
temporary repair at Estcourt. 

In spite of a treacherous sBur- 
face practically throughout the 
second day’s race from New- 
castle, no serious crashes were re- 

orted, but all the riders were 
adly handicapped by the slip- 
pery surface. 

Zurcher, the veteran of the

Seven Years Show Big 
_Adyance. 


Automobile mechanism — hans 
shown remarknble dovelopment 
during recent yenrs, according to 
Oldsmobile engineers. Improve. 
ments have been gradual—as nro 
most automotive advancements— 
nnd have not been particularly 
noticed, yet a comparison of the 
brakes of to-day with those of 
just soven years, ago quickly 
shows how far these improve- 
ments have gone.
